Prevention Of War 


As this article is written flaring headlines in the daily newspapers tell 
of rioting in tle streets of Paris and in many of the provincial cities and 
towns of France; of barricaded streets and buildings in Vienna and other 
Austrian centres of population where Government forces resist and seek to 
put down an uprising on the part of Socialists in that country; of warlike 
preparations on the part of Russia in Siberia in anticipation of a struggle 
with Japan. in a word, reports from both Hurope and Asia seem to indi- 
cate that just below the surface of things there is a seetaing volcano that 
may at any moment burst forth to spread death and destruction among 
the nations on a scale that might surpass the Great War of 1914-1918. 

And while the front pages of the daily papers feature tnese alarming 
reports, inside pages in many of the larger papers are devoted to the pres- 
entation of hundreds of pictures of actual scenes taken in the Great War, | 
and with particular reference to the part taken in that grim struggle by 
the manhood of this Dominion. Many of taese pictures are terrible, shock- | 
ing, gruesome. They depict little or nothing of what used to be regarded | 
as the glamour and glory of war; instead, they reveal a life passed in| 
the midst and hourly expectation of death, or mutiliation worse than death, | 
and in surroundings such as the meanest beast would not tolerate. These! 
pictures illustrate modern war for the awful thing it is, and no doubt the 
object in presenting these pictures to the public at this time is to develop 
@ horror of war and to strengthen the determination of the people of Can- | 
ada to resist any futyre outbreak of hostilities with all the influence it is 
possible for taem to exert. 

Admitting the very worthy motive actuating the publication of these 
pictures, the question nonetheless does intrude itself as to whether such 
publication will serve the desired purpose; rather, whether the pictures, 
despite their gory and repulsive nature, may not have exactly the opposite 
of the desired effect with many persons. It is to be remembered that we 
are living in very difficult times; that thousands of men are out of employ- 
ment, living in idleness upon relief payments from the State; that, in par- 
ticular, the youth of the country to a very great extent are unable to find 
avenues in which to employ their stored up energies and give full play to 
their initiative and ambitions. To many of them comes the feeling, amount- 
ing almost to a conviction, that anything would be better than tae deaden- 
ing routine of a life of having nothing to do. 

Faced at such a time with a pictorial review of all the activity, the 
excitement, the new experiences and thrills, and the adventure inseparable 
from war, is there not grave danger tnat, instead of shocking our youth 
with the horrors and sufferings of war, we may not actually develop in the 
minds of many the thought that they would not be averse to undergoing 
the hardships, sufferings and possible death inseparable from war in order 
to substitute for their present routine of idlenes the experiences, excite- 
ments and adventures of war. 

In all of us there is a longing for adventure. We all desire to visit | 
foreign lands, to see and exper‘ence something new and different, Down! 
through the centuries, and probably never more so than in this present age, | 
men,—even women,—enjoy speed, action, thrills. Danger means notaing in 
these days to people desirous of establishing some new reco1d; people are 
ready to risk their lives in almost every conceivable kind of an enterprise, 

Is it wise, therefore, no matter how laudable the object sought to be 
served, to present to the youth of Canada at a time when, temporarily at 
least, thousands of young men in their late teens and early twenties are at 
loose ends, with nothing to do, daily instalments of a pictorial history of the 
greatest war of all times showing what their fathers and elder brothers 
experienced of action and adventure as well as of suffering and death, 

There is no glory in war; there is no gain in war. Victor suffers almost 
as greatly as the vanguished. The last Great War has surely impressed 
that fact upon the nations.

Tranum is tired of “‘experts’ and 
maintains that a healthy man can 
safetly pass through the terriffic or- 
deal of a 25-mile drop if properly 
clothed and equipped with a special 
breathing apparatus. If Ridge ac- 
cepts the offer, the feat will be at- 
tempted in England during i954. 
Such distinguished scientists as Prof. 
J. B. S. Haldane, respiration autnora- 
ty, and Sir Robert Davis, are heartily 
supporting Ridge in his efforts to 
arrange for the 25-mile balloon as- 
}cent in an open basket. That is twice 
the height achieved so far in a seal- 
ed gondola.

Adrenalin, Dr. Hyman said, has 
been used with indifferent success, 
but the electrical invention has rais- 
ed the probability of success to be- 
tween 40 and 45 per cent. The in- 
strument has proved successful in 
cases where death was caused by 
shock, in accident, child birth or 
operations while under ether, accord- 
ing to the inventor. In cases, how- 
ever, where death was caused by 
constitutional deterioration the needle 
is ineffective.

Henry Watson, 29 years old and 


| blind since he was two, looks won-

Watson lost his sight when dis- 
ease attacked the corneas of his 
eye, the transparent shell that pro- 
tects the exposed surface. His case 
remained apparently hopeless until] 
Dr, Tudor Thomas, noted Cardiff 
specialist, became interested in him, 
From his sightless eyes Dr. Thomas 
peeled the dleased corneas, replacing 
them with healthy corneas from the 
eyes of two persons whose sight had 
failed from other causes. 
Widespread interest in thie 
brought many famous surgeons to 
see Watson while he lay in dospital.

Risky For Car Going Over Forty 
Miles An Hour 


Eighty miles an hour! Ninety! 
Perhaps more! The automobile 
salesman imparts this information 


with considerable pride to his cus- 
tomer who nods casually, but in- 
wardly feels a throb of excitem:nt. 
He looks at-the shiny beetle with 
new respect. Eighty miles an hour. 
Some car! Exhibiting his purchase 
to his friends, he remarks non- 
chalantly, ‘Oh, she'll do eighty easy.” 
And his chest expands perceptibly. 
Later it may occur to him that the 
salesman neglected to provide a map 
of eighty-mile-an-hour speedways, 
or, if he is just an average driver, 
he will promptly forget the surplus | 
power and proceed to drive at his| 
own moderate pace. 

Automobiles may be geared to 
eighty or ninety miles an hour, but | 
present-day hignways are not. Even 
on the most modern, such speed is | 
@ menace, and while there are a few 
stretches where speeding is allowed, : 
the average person covers most of 
his mileage where traffic is heavy. | 
Quick pick-up is useful, but asik| 
tained high speeds, though poss'bie | 
mechanically, are neither practical 
nor lawful. The only place where 
they can be used to advantage, at | 
present, is in the air; on the ground | 
there are too many curves, inter- 
sections, pedestrians, and other mot- 
orists to permit such rapid trav<l. 

Although certain turnpikes may be, 
said to have no prescribed speed} 
limit, motorists are expected to ya 
reason and judgment. Three fatal 
accidents on the new six-lane Bos- 
ton-Worcester highway in Massa- 
chusetts not long ago resulted in a 
systematic patrolling of this road, 
and those exceeding forty miles an 
hour were stopped and cautioned. ; 
In a recent case, the judge ruled 
that fifty-five miles an hour was too 
fast and the offender was fined, |

Some states now define their limit 
as a speed which is “reasonable and 
proper,’ but even by the most leni- 
ent, these words could rarely be ap- 
plied to eighty miles an hour. 

Not so many years ago thirty 
miles an hour was considered a good 
speed. With the gradual improve- 
ment in highways tae average pace 
has increased until it is now esti- 
mated at approximately forty-five 
miles an hour, but still greater bet- 
terments and safeguards must com: 
before the motorist can make prac- 
tical use of the full horsepower of his 
car, That more speed is not the cry 
of automobile owners to-day, how- 
ever, is revealed in the results of a 
questionnaire, sent to 1,500,000 mot- 
orists by tae Customer Research 
Staff of General Motors, which placed 
speed at the end of ten 
qualities,

Meant Heavy Loss 


Insurance Companies Hard Hit In 
Recent Storms At Coast 
Insurance companies have lost at 
least $37,000 in log rafts which were 
caught and broken up by recent 

storms on the Pacific coast, 

The first total loss reported was 
a No. 1 spruce raft, valued at $26,000, 
which was en route from Queen 
Charlottle Islands to Powell River, 
in tow of the deepsea tug St. Fa!th. 
Caught in one of tae terrific gales of 
Hecate Straits, the raft was torn 
loose, and disintegrated by the storm. 
Not a log of this raft has been re- 
ported, though the adjacent terri- 
tory was covered by searching sea- 
planes. 

The tug Lorne, with 1,500,000 feet 
of pulpwood logs, was caught in a 
snowstorm and gale on Queen Char- 
lottle Sound. The raft broke away 
and wag lost in the blinding snow. 
It drifted for four or five days and 
was located scattered along miles of 
the rugged coast of Calbert Island. 
It has also been adjusted as a total 
loss.
